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FOOD 
STAMPS 


Beginning the 1st of August 
the California Food Stamp Pro- 
sram will go into operation 
under the adiminstration of the 
local Social Service depart- 
ments (that is, welfare). The 
local office which will run the 
program is located at 1360 
Mission Street. 


WHO CAN GET STAMPS? 

The program will be open 
to both those now on welfare 
and any family or individual 
also not on welfare. They must 
be living in San Francisco, pre- 
paring and eating most meals 
at home, and having a limited 
income and not many other 
cash resources. Persons not 
on welfare are asked to apply 
or call Mr. Taylor at 558-5579 
for an appointment to determine 
if they are eligible Those al- 
ready on welfare will receive 
information from the Depart- 
ment of Social Services. 


BETTER MEALS 
It is a program to help 


low income families have better 
meals. For every 75¢ spent 


a person gets about $1.00 worth 
of food coupons. In some cases 
this adds up to around $6.00 
more food money, each month, 
for each person in the family. 

When a family or person 
is certified as ‘eligible’ by 
Social Services, they will be 
told how many coupons they 
must buy each month, They will 
be given a Food Stamp Identi- 
fication Card. On the first of 
each month they will be mailed 
a ‘Bank Authorization’ card. 
Before the 25th of the month, 
this and the identification card 
can be taken to any one of 
fifteen Wells Fargo Banks dur- 
ing working hours, to buy the 
coupons. 

The coupons can be used 
to buy any domestic food for 
uman consumption (except 


_ liquor and wine) at any grocery . 


store or marked with a sign 
they accept food 
coupons.

Mr. Hall introduced the 
Homemaker Project Proposal 
to the Board, Within this pro- 
posal 120 jobs are offered to 
adults, ages 45 years and over, 
Each applicant that is accepted 
will go through a training per- 
iod for four months, and will 
be paid a salary of $300 a 
month while in training, App- 
roximately 60% of the applicants 
will come from each of the four 
poverty areas. The Board ap- 
proved the proposal unanimous- 
ly. 

Percy Steele, representative 
from the Urban League spoke 
on the Job Development Pro- 
ject at the local E.0,C, Area 
Office. The Urban League is 
presently attempting to get a 
Job Development program 
started at the Hunters Point 
Area Office. Steele introduced 
the proposal to the Board, The 
Board approved the Job 
Development Proposal, 

Also present at the meeting 
was Mr. Kutchins, who explain- 
ed the O,R, Bail Project, and 
Mr. Scott, from the Human 
Rights Commission.

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Editorial 


With the emergence of the Black Panther political struc- 
ture of the south, and the talk of Black Power unrest that 
brinks on pandemonium has spread throughout the nation. 
Mass media has given national coverage reminisce of the Black 
Muslim scare, and the population is reacting as though some- 
one had pushed the panic’ button. 

Black Power? It’s thought of like a disease, if you don’t 
nip in the bud it will get out of hand. So mass media sets out 
to put the Black Power concept in an unfavorable light, first 
by soliciting unfavorable comments from so-called Negro lead- 
ers, and second by painting it as an irrational, and radical 
concept. 


The champion of civil rights, Martin Luther King, the 


$100,000 Nobel prize winner, stated that he did not agree with 
the concept of Black Power, because of the Black Nationalist 
connotations it was creating. The idea of Black Power v. White 
Power is not the way to achieve integration and harmony in 
this country is what King seems to be saying. He believes 
that a striving for Black Power is a striving toward violence, 
and violence will only lead to destruction and not progress. 
And he openly states that passive resistence is the only way 
to resolve the racial problem in America. To the Nobel prize 
winner Black Power is synonymous with violence, and this 
he says cannot be tolerated. 

Roy Wilkins, NAACP chief, recently stated that he thought 
that the concept of Black Power wouldonly confuse the Negro’s 
fight for equality in America, because it wasa radical approach 
to the civil rights problem, and that his organization could 
not endorse it. 

The supposedly liberal Vice President, Hubert Humphery, 
stated that he thought the concept of Black Power would hinder 
the progress made in civil rights, because the country could 
not afford racism of any kind, and that we must all work 
together without any ‘‘Black Power’’ or ‘‘White Power.’’ 

It is obvious that whites are not the only ones that are 
opposed to a black power, some blacks are also opposed, at 
least that is the impression they give publicly. 

The strange part about it is that everyone seems to be 

“saying that Black Power means violence, no matter how 
much its advocates try to explain that all they’re talking about 
is giving the Negro an ability to influence and direct its plight 
in this country. The ability to become a part of the economical 
and political mainstream of this country. 

But it seems that every time you mention the idea of 
Black Power, opponents envision regiments of blacks with guns 
and weapons a coming to destroy, and take over the white 
establishment. It just seems that there is something about 
“Black Power’’, ‘‘Black Sunday’’, ‘‘Black Magic’’, or ‘‘Black’’ 
anything that frightens everyone. You don’t have to know what 
it’s all about -- just call it Black and people will say it’s no 
good, 

I suspect that had it been called ‘‘Brown Power’’ it would 
have been different.... BES. 


N.A.A.C.P.LosesPace 


In the National Membership Meeting of the N.A.A.C.P. 
it was suggested by one of the regional heads that one of the 
committees hold their meeting in the Watts area. However, 
the suggestion was met with disapproval by many of the attend- 
ing members. 

It was felt that meeting in the Watts area might lead to 
eruptions by Black Nationalists, or some of the more militant 
groups. 

From all view points it is apparent that the NAACP, the 
onetime leading organization in the fight for civil rights is 
losing its reputation as an organization that is fighting for 
the cause of the Negro, and is slowly falling to the background 
as militant organizations like CORE (Congress Of Racial 
Equality) and SNCC (Student Non-Violent Coordinating Com- 
mittee) have come to the foreground as aggressive and mili- 
tant organizations fighting for the cause of the Negro. 

The NAACP known in the past for its tenacious legal 
battles, has in some way lost its effectiveness after myriads 
of legislation has been passed and stocked. Today’s times are 
viewed as times of action, and today’s generation cannot wait 
for social reform by mere legislation--they want equality 
now. 

Today’s action groups are CORE and SNCC, the organiza- 
tions that specialize in marches and sit-ins, want to cause 
change now, not legislate change for tomorrow. 

For the past few years the NAACP has sponsored many 
membership drives, and yet the membership is dwindling. 
Presently the organization is thriving off the support of its 
old members that are for the most part middle-aged, and 
conservative in their attitude towards civil rights.

Youth Speaks

On the third Thursday of every month there is a meeting 
of the Executive Bsard of Directors of the Bayview. Neigh- 
borhood Community Center. 

The board is composed of a number of adults from dif- 
ferent neighborhoods, and financial backgrounds. Buta striking 
aspect in the situation is that many more than just a simple 

_Majority come from middle class areas and private homes, 
rather than housing projects and poverty areas. 

For the most part they are homeowners with little know- 
ledge or concern for this area and its interests. In their 
relentless arguing, they seem to be tryong to demoralize the 
people, and complicate the center’s problems in a long drawn 
out round about way. 


It is quite easy to sit back and write or orally complain - 
. about any board or organization. The real challenge comes in 


finding answers and solutions to these problems. I am only 
one person and not an extremely intelligent one at that. The 
only thing that I can do toremedy the situation at all is to raise 
my own personal type of hell by means of this article and by 
direct criticism to the board. 

Here again I call upon you to help save YOUR Com- 
munity Center! Come to the board meetings and support the 
people who are trying to get youth and interested adults on 
the board. 

I can imagine what the response to this article will be. 
But I intend to keep trying. Sooner or later, probably later, 
people are going to realize that their Communities are on a 
long, down-hill slide, to Hades, When things start getting hot, 
and you’re too far gone to turn around, you won’t have to 
look back and say, ‘‘Why didn’t somebody tell us?’ Listen, 
read, and try to understand your problems. 


ACTION & HONESTY 


If the majority of Community Action Programs throughout 
the ‘Great Society’ are participating in the so-called bold 
step to end poverty, and so forth, and so forth, it’s news to us. 

With a few exceptions, the principle thrust of the Anti- 
Poverty program has been for most of the poor the experience 
of a rather grating society. This most deliberate failure on 
the part of most Community Action programs is not just the 
result of not letting the poor participate or ‘political 
pornography’. But rather the lack of honest and forthright 
action on the part of those responsible for implementing 
policy, direction and programs, 

From the top down to local directors and organizers 
there has been a lack of real daring, imagination and willing- 
ness to carry through to reality the dream of ending poverty 
and affecting the poor. 

One failure is the neurotic necessity to keep one eye on 
Washington, and the other symbols of establishment responsible 
for their existence, consequently they can only half-way see 
the needs of the poor, let alone have time to listen to them. 
Besides this, their index-finger is always on the panic button 
of personal security, for fear their own position is at threat, 
These are often the same persons who coldly make their way up 
the ladder of security until they reach a bureaucratic posi- 
tion which offers the least possible challenge to their small 
imaginations. 

On the other hand, there is the person who may claim 
certain qualifications for working in Anti-Poverty programs, 
but as it soon becomes obvious, he is not really any zosd, 
This is partly a result of sentimentality on the part of society 
today in putting too much value on so-called credentials. The 
true nature of working in the ghetto is therefore foreign to 
them. But, what is most tragic is their own, and other re- 
sponsible people’s unwillingness to admit their shortcomings. 

Inherent in any Community Action program that is going 
to have real meaning and significance for the people of the 
ghetto, are certain risks. Therefore such a program should 
be taken with bold steps without the fear of reprisals. The 
fact that if the program is completely or any way near suc- 
cessful, most of the insecurity would then work itself out of 
existence, seems to have never occurred to anybody. 

Let us face it! To fight poverty and the ghetto is to fight 
certain establishments, certain people in high places, and many 
more in between. To merely join in the evil ways of a system 
will in no way cure the system, but only add to the number of 
featherbedders. And never can risks be avoided at the expense 
of the people to be served, because of imminent personal 
threat to oneself. Once a person decides to take up the 
cause of fighting in the front line of the battle for full human 
rights, and human relations, he has taken on a unique re- 
sponsibility which he cannot under any circumstances, or should 
not back away from. 

True that those engaged in the war on poverty are ina 
unique position to mediate with the establishment and if hon- 
estly qualified, even speak for the poor. But, such a semi- 
official status is not a license for abusing this unique place 
in social history to either fight ‘down town’ out of sheer hate, 
or become a demagogue to those one really works for, the

In his report, Shriver cited 
what he considered a hopeful 
change in attitude by public 
officals toward the poverty 
program, 

At a conference several 
weeks ago, the nations mayors 
urged congress to appropriate 
an additional $250 million to 
fight poverty, Shriver said. Only 


"a year ago, he observed, the 


mayors were objecting to the 
way the program was being 
handled, 

According to Shriver, the 
nations governors are reporting 
the tremendous progress of the 
poverty program in their states, 

For example, Job Corps 
centers now are turning out 
some 4,000 to 5,000 graduates 
a month and placing them in 
jobs paying an average of $1.68 
an hour, 

Shriver’s statement that it 
would take approximately 10 
years, at cost of from $30 to 
$50 billion to eradicate poverty, 
is a wise idea, It gives planners 
and budget personnel something 
specific on which to concentrate 
their effort. On the basis of 
such figures alone a hard look 
can be taken at the entire pro- 
gram, which has been re- 
gretably marked by consider- 
able confusion and controversy, 

The 10 years cost, it is 
noted might be less thana single 
year’s expenditure on national 
undertakings, In other words, in 
Shriver’s view, the elimination 
of poverty is feasible in Ameri- 
ca, and if it is feasible, it 
Should be done,

TRIP CAUSES ALARM 


A trip to the S.F, Wax Muse- 
um on Saturday, July 9th for a 
Hunters Point Community 
Worker and ten local youth 
turned almost into a complete 
tragedy. 

After leaving the end of the 


* cable car linenear Fisherman’s 


Wharf, Sammie Colbert and the 
youth were accosted by two 
older men who used racist and 
other obscene language. 

Then, after the group left the 
museum and headed down the 
Embarcadero, minding their 
own business, they were given 
their second dose of what could 


only be called ‘‘Frisco hospital- : 


ity’’. A local car carrying young 


men pulled along side the group 
and used abusive language, and 
the same tired old white tacist 
inferences. This time it took 
all the talent of the community 
worker to cool down some of 
the Hunters Point youth, who 
by that time had just about ‘‘all 
we could stand from them sick 
people.”’ 

“‘The shocking part about it 
is I didn’t believe that white 
people in San Francisco and 
this particular area would 


harass people in this day and- 


time. This is the sort of thing 
you get in Mississippi,’ Miss 
Colbert concluded. 


Sex Education

Dear Mrs. Williams: 
I am seventeen years old.| 
My husband and I have only 
been married for six months, 
and I am already pregnant with 
our first baby. I have been to 
see the doctor but I was too 
shy to ask him any personal 
questions about sex and having 
babies. I hope you will answer 
my question. Is it dangerous 
to have intercourse during 
pregnancy? Couldn’t it cause 
twins? 
G. V. 
Dear G, V.: 

No, it could not cause twins, 
Twins can only be ‘‘caused’’ 
in two ways. Either your body 
releases two eggs instead of 
one and your husband’s seed 
meets with both of them (thus 
‘‘starting’’ two babies), or the 
egg in its earliest stages splits 
in half and two babies grow. 

But when you become preg- 
nant, your body ‘‘knows’? that 
it must not release any more 
eggs. So there is no possibility 
that intercourse during preg- 
nancy can cause a second preg- 
nancy. Most doctors believe it 
is safe to have relations up 
until the last few weeks of 
pregnancy. 

Since this is your first baby 
and you probably have many 
more questions, I would sug- 
gest that you and your husband 
attend classes for parents- 
to-be. They are usually con- 
ducted at hospitals by doctors 
and nurses. Check to see if such 
classes will be held at the 
hospital where your baby willbe

The Neighborhood Youth 
Corps Project of San Francisco 
celebrated on July 14th its first 
anniversary with the wordfrom 
Congressman Phil Burton’s an- 
nouncement that the federal 
government will contribute 
$483,400 toward its continued 
operation for another year. 

Word was sent to Orville 
Luster (Youth For Service) 
project director, that the Labor 
Department had approved an 
extension of the project which 
provides work-experience op- 
portunities for young men and 
women who have dropped out of 
school. 

Under the program 100 young 
men and 65 young women--all 
residents of San Francisco’s 
poverty pockets--will be placed 
in on-the-job training positions 
with various nop-profit organi- 
zations. 


Burtons Criticize 
Civil Rights 


Sentences 

Congressman Phil and his 
brother, Assemblyman John 
Burton joined in criticizing as 
“unduly harsh’? the sentences 
given civil rights demon- 
strators as a result of the 
Sheraton Palace and Auto Row 
demonstrations of 1964. - 

“There can be no question’ 
but that the sentences are un- 
duly harsh considering the na- 
ture of the misdemeanor 
charges against the defend- 
ants,’? Congressman Burton 
stated. 

“it is still within the power 
of the judges to reduce the 
sentences and this should be 
done. If not, it is within the 
power of Governor Brown to 
commute the sentences and 
I would strongly urge him to 
do so.’’ 

Assemblyman John Burton 
summed it up this way: 

‘‘One cannot escape the feel- 
ing that the sentences are a 
conscious attempt to discourage 
those who feel strongly about 
civil rights from participating 
in public demonstrations. 

‘if that is so, I do not be- 
lieve it will succeed. Where 
there is mass discrimination, 
there will be mass demon- 
strations. Civil Rights ac- 
tivists have proved that_direct 
mass action can achieve .in a 
relatively short time what years 
of discussion and deliberation 
could not achieve. 

‘“‘The Sheraton - Palace and 
Auto Row activities were anec- 
essary complement to the Fair 
Employment Practices Act of 
1959. They accomplished re- 
sults which the law of itself 
could not accomplish.” 
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(head teacher) and Ora George. 
Aids; Vera Draper, Dorthy 
Simpson and Doris Phillipps. 
There also are thirty volunteer 
parents involved in the pro- 
gram who will visit with the 
children and accompany them 
on field trips and so on,

The program is for 
$40,386.54. The capacity of the 
school is thirty children. It 
will be operated 241 days of 
the year. The contract is for 
one year. 

It is an extremely extensive 
program designed to reach and 
motivate disadvantaged chil- 
dren of the Hunters Point com- 
munity.

Demo. Cities Project Choices 


A spot survey by the 
Hunters Point-Bayview Anti- 
Poverty office revealed local 
resident ideas for the proposed 
‘Cities Demonstration Project.’ 

Child care facilities was the 
primary choice. Desire was to 
accommodate children from the 
crib through their 12th year. 
Such a facility is envisioned 
as releasing aparentforleisure 
activity as wellas regular work, 
and be opened at least 16 hours 
per day. 

A second choice was recre- 
ational services and facilities. 
A strong appeal was shown for 
a swimming pool, a marina and 
park with public grounds along 
the Bay shoreline. Also there 
was a call for a local theater, 
pool halls and a teen center. 
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They were followed by on- 
the-job training and employ- 
ment; education for pre-school- 
ers the year around, tutorials 
and higher education. And, one 
added and interesting sugges- 
tion by many was a Third Street 
mall with an abundance of trees 
similar to other areas of the 
City, and improved transpor- 
tation. 

A local hospital in the area 
providing child and dental ser- 
vices, and improved legal ser- 
vices rounded the listed de- 
sires. 

Also voiced indirectly was the 
wish that Hunters Pointas a 
ghetto could cease and the 
people who live there be ac- 
corded the dignity and respect

Rally & March 


Bay Area civil rights lead- 
ers, ministers and backers met 
to protest the ‘‘unjustified’’ 
sentences for demonstrators 
involved and arrested in the 
1964 Palace Hotel and Auto- 
Row demonstrations on Sunday 
afternoon the 17th of July. 

Various speakers condemned 


the harsh sentences and even 


went so far as to infer a con- 
spiracy of special interests as 
being responsible for them. 
Previously the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission 
stated that ‘‘...it may appear 
to some as unduly harsh to 
punish those whose major ob- 
jectives of two years ago have 
been endorsed by the commun- 
ity.’ On the following Monday, 
a new appeal was filed with the 


State Supreme Court which 
claims, among other things, 
that the trials were ‘‘unfair’’ 
and that Negroes were excluded 
from them. 

For most speakers, the feel- 
ing was that there was little, 


' if any, improvement in the con- 


dition of employment for minor- 
ities since the demonstrations 
over two years ago. Besides 
accusing the mayor of going 
back on ‘‘deals’’, the local un- 
ions came under heavy fire for 
their ‘‘bias.”’ 

The meeting concluded with 
a grand march up Polk andthen 
over Ellis to the Hilton Hotel 
where negotiators were meeting 
with demands for the return 
of Negro maids who were fired 
by the hotel. 


Assemblyman Willie Brown Addresses Crowd, 


Farm Workers Still Fighting 


Ceasar Chavez, leader of the 
Delano farm workers, NFWA 
(Viva Huelga!), has sent out a 
plea for continued help in their 
fight for human rights and jus- 
tice for farm workers. 

BOYCOTT & PICKET 
OF DI GIORGIO 

According to Chavez, 
“Di Giorgio continues to use 
every tactic possible to defeat 
the NFW4’s efforts.’ He 
further outlined such tactics as 
getting court orders (later 
over turned) against pickets 
from talking to workers, 

ELECTION A ‘‘FLAGRANT 
MISCARRIAGE OF JUSTICE” 

Chavez listed the events of 
what he called a ‘‘totally fraud- 
ulent election among employees 
of the Delano and Borrego 
Springs grape ranches, al- 
legedly to determine whether 
workers wanted union repre- 
sentation. Di Giorgio exerted 


every conceivable method of 
intimidation and coercion to 
force workers to vote for the 
Teamsters Union.’’ 

Such tactics were: ‘The 
workers who were on strike 
were prohibited from voting. 
The workers were herded into 
company busses and trucks and 
brought to the polling places. 
The workers were then forced 
by company supervisors to get 
off the busses and vote. Those 
workers who refused to get off 
and vote were forced off physi- 
cally and threatened with 
the loss of their jobs. Female 
workers were used by the com- 
pany to pressure male workers 


-to vote through the use of sex- 


ual enticements. A Catholic 
priest refused to sign an affi- 
davit testifying to the fairness 
and impartiality of the elec- 
tion,’’
